Basel, Oct. 28— The Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister 
instructed ihe ‘'Austro-Hungarian Minister at Stockholm yes­ 
terday to ask the Swedish Government to send the following 
note to the W ashington Government: 
“In reply to the note of President Wilson of the 19th of 
this month, addressed to the Austro-Hungarian Government, 
and giving the decision of the President to speak directly with 
the Austro-Hungarian Government has the honor to declare 
that equally with the preceding proclamations of the Presi­ 
dent ii adheres also to the same* point of view contained in the 
last note upon the rights of the Austro-Hungarian peoples, es­ 
pecially those of the Czecho-Slovaks and the Jugo-Slavs. 
“Consequently, Austria-Hungary, accepting all the condi­ 
tions the President has laid down for the entry into nego­ 
tiations for an armistice and peace, no obstacle exists, accord­ 
ing to judgment of the Austro-Hungarian Government, to the 
beginning of these negotiations. 
“The Austro-Hungarian Government declares itself ready 
in consequence, without awaiting the result of other negotia­ 
tions, to enter into negotiations upon peace between Austro- 
Hungary and the states in the opposing group and for an im­ 
mediate armistice upon all Austro-Hungarian fronts. 
“It asks President Wilson to be so kind as to begin over­ 
tures on this subject.”

Refusal of the more populous cities 
and towns to allow their nurses to go

nurse influenza cases has created a se- 
rious problem for the Red Cross De- ; 
partment of nursing, it was stated ! 
Saturday by James L. Fieser, chairman 
of the Lake Division Red Cross Com­ 
mittee on Influenza. 
“The need for nurses in 
smaller 
communities, particularly in the min­ 
ing regions of Kentucky and Ohio,1 
is nothing short of desperate,” Mr., 
Fieser said. 
, 
“ The public, although alarmed over; 
the influenza situation, 
apparently j 
has not fully appreciated that 
the 
epidemic has reached the proportions 
of a national disaster and that added 
nursing resources will go a long way 
toward keeping down the death rolls.” 
.Vie. I'ieser also pointed out that a 
deplorable lack of nurses in the coal I 
mining regions is causing the Fuel 
Administration a great deal of alarm 
as a number of mines are seriously 
crippled due to a large number of 
influenza cases and subsequent pneu­ 
monia deaths. 
“The more populous 
communities 
which depend on the mining popula­ 
tion for their coal, should see the im­ 
mediate necessity of giving up a few 
nurses to help the miners,” says Mr. 
Fi-'ser. 
“We should help the nurses 
and I heir employers to realize that. in­ 
fluenza work is a real wAr service.’ 
Nurses, male and practical, as well 
as eradicates, should r’ffjocfrt at once 
to their local Red CrtfSS chapter, and 
should not leave their respective cory- 
munities unless authorized to do so.

York, October 29.— The kai­ 
ser’s effort to rouse the 
distracted 
German people to a defense of 
tile 
fatherland has been craftily planted 
in the German governm ent’s 
latest 
note to President Wilson. 
The kaiser knows that any arm is­ 
tice conditions proposed by America 
and the allies 
will be 
drastic. 
They 
will include tile occupation of German 
cities, and probably the surrender of 
the German submarine fleet, as well 
as such other measures as will make 
it impossible for Germany to renew 
the war. 
These terms ought to be and they 
will be, deeply hum iliating 
to 
the 
German people. 
The kaiser has a forlorn hope that 
when the allies make known their ar­ 
mistice demands, •Germany will rath­ 
er continue the 
war 
than 
submit. 
So at the end of his tether, he asks 
to know the worst, trusting, 
in his 
way, that he may be able to turn the 
allies’ terms to his own interest. 
This childish trap is no reason for

must issue your commands to him, 
in words that are final.

The sooner, therefore, the 
demo­ 
cratic nations accept the kaiser’s final 
challenge and state 
publicly

conditions of an armistice, the quick­

tinued.

An exhaustive report covering the 
typhoid fever epidemic in Xenia be­ 
tween August 
27 Hi 
and 
September 
16th was submitted lo City .Manager 
Ken von Riddle Tuesday morning by 
the State Board of Health in which 
that department declares th a t the city 
water was the common source of in­ 
action. 
The report covers a number 
of typewritten pages and includes a 
carefully prepared map of Xenia show­ 
ing the exact location of the forty-four 
cases of typhoid fever which developed 
in the city and four blue 
print, 
dia­ 
grams. One of these blue prints gives 
the name and history of each case of 
typhoid fever which developed 
iii 
Xenia during the epidemic. Another 
presents a chronological chart of the 
typhoid fever epidemic, another shows 
the result of twenty-seven tests of 
water in the city and the fourth shows 
the result of the test of the bleaching 
powder used bv the W ater company to 
purify the water. 
The map of the city indicating the 
location of the various cases 
shows 
that while they were scattered over 
the entire city that the majority of the 
cases were near the center of the city 
On Main and Second streets 
alone 
there wtere nine cases between Detroit 
and Galloway streets. 
The diagram 
giving the history of the cases is espe- 
< ’ally complete in every particular. 
The name of each victim is given to­ 
gether with the age of the victim, the 
date when illness set in, the source of 
water, milk and vegetable supplies, 
names of other cities visited prior to 
date of illness, public gatherings a t­ 
tended, nature of employment, sani­ 
tary conditions at residence of victim, 
etc. 
( 
The written report gave a complete 
history of the epidemic in Xenia and 
compared it with conditions in the city 
in 1917 and 1918. 
It is shown by the 
report that milk, ice cream, shell fish 
anti vegetables were examined by the 
State Health authorities and it was 
found that the epidemic did not origi­ 
nate from any of those sources. Six­ 
teen out of the 44 cases had used no 
ice cream during the three weeks prior 
to their illness. 
Eleven cases used 
vegetables only from their own g ar­ 
dens and six used no vegetables at 
all 
None of the cases had used shell 
fish. 
Only one of the victims of the epi­ 
demic, the report shows, had attended 
a public gathering immediately prior 
to being ill. That one attended 
Ohio 
State Fair. 
Tile report shows that 


large portion of those who were ill 
with typhoid fever 
attended 
the j 
Greene County Fair, but it is pointed ; 
out that this F a ir w as held on A ugust i 
(I. 7, 8 and 9 and the first case of j 
typhoid fever did not develop until 
August 27, which indicates that there j 
was no connection between that pub- j 
lie gathering and the epidemic. 
The report has the following to say j 
ii bout the city w ater supply: “The city I 
of Xenia is furnished with w ater by a i 
private company known as the Xenia j 
W ater company. The supply is derived j 
from two sources—a system of drilled j 
veils southwest of the city and a com- j 
lined surface and ground w ater sup­ 
ply derived from reservoirs, 
springs j 
and dug wells located north of the | 
city. 
The original installation consist- I 
cd of the combined surface and ground I 
water, which was installed in 1887. j 
The drilled well supply was installed 
n 188b, which was not sufficient to 
furnish the city entirely. 
The quality 
of the w ater obtained from the drill- 1 
ed wells south of the city at the Cin­ 
cinnati pike station has always appear­ 
ed to be good from a sanitary stand­ 
point. 
On the other hand, the quality 
of the w ater 
obtained 
from 
the 
Springfield pike station north of the 
city which is partly of surface origin, 
has been shown to be poor from a san­ 
itary standpoint on several occasions 
Recognizing this fact, the Xenia W a­ 
ter company, placed in operation in 
1914, a hypochlorite disinfection plant 
On an average, the city is furnished 
with a public water supply, two-thirds 
of which is derived from the Cincinnati 
pike station or drilled wells, and one- 
third from the Springfield Pike station 
or treated surface and spring water. 
“During dry weather the drilled well 
supply becomes less and the relative 
amounts of water pumped from 
each 
station becomes more nearly equal. It 
is not practicable to locate exactly the 
parts of the system furnished with wa- 
eter from either source because of the 
varying degree of operation of the two 
Dumping stations and the variation in 
consumption throughout the distribut­ 
ing system. 
However, because of the 
considerable amount 
of iron in the 
drilled well supply, a reasonable dif­ 
ferentiation can be obtained. The sec­ 
tion of the city served with chlorin­ 
ated water is confined largely to the I
